He had a vague impression that on one oc- 
casion he saw a member blistered with 
liqhor behind the rail. 

Representative DeForest, of Connecticut, 
did not think Mr. Cobb at all under the 
influence of liquor. He sat down near Mr. 
Cobb, and he thought he would have de- 
tected the odor had Mr. Cobb been drink- 
ing. He saw Mr. Cobb sip from a cup, 
but its contents could not have been 
strong. He remembered ‘one speech on 
pension night which he thought erratic, but 
did not attribute it to liquor. 

Mr. Fellows, of New York, testified, and 
gave general absolution to members of the 
house as to. drunkenness. He saw a tele- 
gram in a New York paper charging that 
Mr. Cobb was drunk during the election 
debate, and was so nroused by it that he 
sent a long telegram of denial to the paper. 
He knew well that Mr. Cobb’s condition 
was due to exhaustion. 

Mr. Mutchler, of Pennsylvania, testified 
in denial of the truth of Mr. Watson's 
charges, and so did Mr. Tracey, of New 
York. The members of this house, Mr. 
Mutchler said, were particularly free from 
the habit of intoxication, and were as sober 
a set of men as he ever saw in his life. 
He would not say that he had never seen 
a member on the floor of the house under 
the influence of liquor, but he never saw a 
member drunk there this session. 

Mr. O'Brien Moore, correspondent of 
The St. Louis Republic, testified that he 
talked with Mr. Cobb immediately before 
and after his argument; to which he had 
listened, and knew Mr. Cobb was_ not 
under the influence of liquor. 

Mr. Andrew Devine, one of the official 
stenographers of the house, produced the 
manuscript of the official report of Mr.

Will. Report Today. 


The determination of the committee is to 
close the case tomorrow, after Representa- 
tive Cobb, of Alabama, has been permitted 
to make a statement.

MOBILE'S VOTE WAS: RATHER OLOGE. 


Some of the Country Counties Have Been 
Carried by Kolb, but Not Many. 
Other Political Nowa. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 1.—(Special.) 
The bitterest.political struggle ever known 
in Alabama closed today, and the returns 
received so far coming from the towns 
and cities indicate the election of Gov- 
ernor Jones by a majority ranging from 
60,000 to 70,000. But the cities and 
towns were expected to go for Jones and 
the reports so far are only what was ex- 
pected. Kolb’s strength is expected from 
the country beats which are out of the 
way and hard to reach. When they re 
port it is generally believed that Gov- 
ernor Jones’s majority will be reduced 
and that it will finally settle down to be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000. 

A prominent Kolb man gave up the 
fight at 4 o’clock this afternoon, ac- 
knowledging that Jones had been elected. 
He said: “The odds which Kolb had to 
contend with were insurmountable. The 
opposition had unlimited money and they 
spent it freely. Kolb had no money at 
all. He made-a strong fight but the odds 
were against him.” 

The fears of violence which have been 
so often expressed during the past few 
weeks proved to have been unfounded. 

Passed Off Quietly. 

No serious trouble is reported from any 
section of the state, and the only incident 
which threatened trouble occurred in Sel- 
ma. A prominent Kolb man named Mcll- 
wain took up a position at-a box to keep 
a private tally sheet during the day: He 
persisted in the effort all day, and when 
the polls were closed a number of Jones 
men surrounded MclIiwain and took away 
from him the tally sheet he had been 
keeping. At first, it seemed that there 
would be trouble; but the matter was 
fulete without ay lenses 

The reports received in this dity 
so far present the fact that throughout 
the entire state, exeept in one county, 
Pike, the negroes voted for Jones and the 
straight democratic ticket. In this ¢ity 
only a few fiegroes voted but all or nearly 
all of those voting voted for Jones: The 
returns sé fur us received from Montgom- 
ery county give Governor Jones 5,132; 
Kolb 727. Full returns will give Governor 
Jones about 7,000 majority in Montgom- 
ery. Meager returns from Mobile county 
indicate that Governor Jones has carritd 
the city of Mobile by a majority of not 
less than 1,000. This tends to make that 
county close. Bullock county is conceded 
to Jones by from 1,500 to 2,500. Lowndes 
county is going for Jones by from 4,000 
to 6,000.

The returns from Hale county are con- 
flicting. ‘The indications are that Hob- 
son, independent candidate for probate 
judge, is _— elected, but it is 
clear how the county stands on 
the governorship.

Birmingham, Ala., August 1.—(Special.)— 
For the first time in fifteen years, the 
white people of Alabama divided, and so 
did the negroes—unexpectedly, too. They 
did it peacefully, in spite of all of the talk 
of shotguns by the Kelb people to force a 
fair count. There seems to have been 
peace everywhere, except for the usual fist 
fights in Perry county. 

Some ‘committees went down from ‘the

This county, the largest in the state, has 
gone for Jones by something like four 
thousand majority, Birmingham giving him 
all but 440 of her votes, the miners voting 
that way, pretty generally; but the farming 
precincts, -where the alliance folks live, are 
showing up heavily for Kolb.

AT FREDA’S GRAVE 


Alice Mitchell Stops on Her Way to 
’ tka Asylum. 


THE TEARS DROP ON HER CHEEKS 


As She Plucks Some Flowers and 
Arranges Them on the Grave, 


BUT THE INSANE GIRL SAYS NOTHING. 


She Re-Enters the Carriage and Under 
Charge of Her Parents Journeys To- 
ward the Lunatic Asylum, 


Memphis, Tenn., August 1.—(Special.)— 

The last scene in the famous Alice Mitchell 
case was enacted today when the insane 
murderess was conveyed to the insane asy- 
lum at Bolivar, Tenn. Before leaving the 
city the carriage containing the prisoner 
halted at the Mitchell residence, where Al- 
ice toyed a moment with a couple of cats, 
then threw them away petulautly with, 
“Oh, you can go; 1 don't love you any 
more.“ 
- Reaching Freda Ward’s grave in Elm- 
wood ¢emetery Alice and her father and 
mother alighted from the carriage. Alice 
said nothing, but evidently was under strong 
emotion. Her meditation was not inter- 
rupted by other members of the party. She 
moved around the little mound and eyed it 
with eyes wide open, an occasional tear 
dropping on her cheeks. She stooped over 
and plucked some flowers which she placed 
tastefully, and with a steady eye, then she 
announced she was ready to return. The 
sojourn at the grave did not last more than 
ten minutes, after which the party contin- 
ued on its way. | 


THEY CALLED FOR KINARD, 


But the Sheriff Had Spirited Him Away to 
Columbia. 


Columbia, S. C., August 1.— (Special.) 
George Kinard, the negro who assaulted a 
white lady at Irmo about ten days ago, 
narrowly escaped being lynched last night 
and a bloody battle between a well-organ- 
ized mob, armed with rifles and dynamite, 
and the sheriff’s posse, guarding the Lexing- 
ton jail, was averted the coolness of 
Sheriff Drafts. Ever ce the arrest of 
Kinard the people of Irmo openly boasted 
of their determination to storm the jail and 
big summary vengeance upon the black 

end. 

Sunday night was chosen for the bloody 
deed. The lynchers were well organized 
and numbered over a hundred and fifty men. 
They determined to have Kinard if it be- 
came necessary to kill the geared and blow 
the jail up to get him and they had the 
dynamite with which to carry out their pur-

Stevens Thinks He Has Won, and Says the | 


Executive Committee Is Wrong. 

Dawson, Ga., August 1—(Special.)}— 
Your correspondent interviewed Mr. O. B. 
Stevens as follows: 

“Mr. Steve what are your views upon 
the political situation In the second con- 
gressional district ?” 

J have won the fight fairly, honestly and 
lawfully, and am entitled to the nomination. 
There are thirty-four votes in the convention 
of this district. Twenty of these votes are 
for me, and delegates to cast these votes 
were elected by the people loyally called 
together by the legal democratic authority, 
the executive committees in the counties 
of Thomas, Worth, Colquitt, Miller, Early, 
Olay, Quitman, Randolph and Terrell. 
The opposition claims that a large number 
of my delegates are not entitled to seats in 
the convention simply because they were 
not elected on the day recommended by the 
district executive committee. The exeeu- 
tive committees of several counties took 
issue with the district commit- 
tee on this point, and called 
the mass meetings and primaries 
on days that suited each county. It has 
been the custom in this and other congres- 
sional districts of the state. The execu- 
tive committee of the district claim as their 
authority for violating this long established 
custom a certain resolution passed by the 
congressional convention at Camilla in 1886. 

at resolution was only intended to apply 
to the question of the majority or two- 
thirds rule, which was then agitating the 
minds of the people of the district, and the 
records will show that even in that in- 
stance the counties did no, obey the recom- 
mendation to all act on the same day. AS 
to that question, I think the claim that the 
executive committee of the district has the 


‘right to name the day and manner of se- 


lecting delegates by each county to the con- 
gressional convention is undemocratic, pre- 
posterous, absurd and without precedent— 
simply invented by the chairman of the com- 
mittee for this special occasion and after 
some counties had called their primaries 
to use as a pretense for not allowing my 
délegates seats in the convention. I don't 
know that the convention will adopt this 
recommendation but the sending of contest- 
ing delegates on the suggestion of the dis- 
trict committee from counties that had 
previously gone for me, indicates that the 
executive committee wishes it done. If this 
plan is carried out and my delegates are 
not allowed to cast these twenty votes for 
me, it will be a great oufrage upon demo- 
cratic usage and upon justice. all the 
unfair methods adopted to accomplish ‘the 
arom of my nomination this would cap the 
max.

PROVED TO BE ALITTLE SENSATIONAL 


As Mr. Patterson Rose from the Audience 
to Reply to Mr. Huff—Spesaking 
Again Tonight. 


Macon, Ga., August 1.—(Special.)—Speak- 
ing at the Academy of Music tonight, Hon. 
W. A. Huff wheeled his heavy artillery 
into position, and the campaign of education 
and information in Bibb county commenced 


in earnest. It was the most aggressive | 


speech that has yet been delivered, and it 
was intensely sensational from beginning to 
end, and, for an hour and a half, the 
audience was divided between the broad 
humor of its sallies and the serious feature 
contained in the charges preferred against 
the present city administration. 

Mr. Huff briefly reviewed his speech 
made last Thursday in vindication of his 
position on the different bills concerning 
the city of Macon, which were introduced 
in the last house. He then went on to dis- 
cuss the bill limiting the term of the 
mayor of Macon, for which he is responsi- 
ble. In doing this, he took occasion to 
say a number of hard things concerning 
the administration and its methods during 
the last few years, and concluded by 
making a strong appeal to the people that 
they let the law stand as it passed the 
legislature, and that they refuse to allow 
any amendment to be brought in as a 
compromise. , 

Passing on to the famous waterworks 
bill, Mr. Huff charged that when the ad- 
ministration found that they could not is- 
sue bonds they made a contract for twenty 
years with the water company—a contract 
which he depounced as infamous; but he 
said that the blame was put upon the 
water company, while other parties were 
allowed to go unscathed. 

Mr. Huff was especially severe on Hon. 
R. W. Patterson, the city attorney,. and 
was once interrupted by that gentleman,’ 
who spoke from the center of the hall. 
This incident was in itself sensational, as 
it is possibly the first time the two gentle- 
men have spoken to one another since the 
well-known duel story. 

Charges of fraud and corruption were 
frequent, but were made in a manner that 
was perfectly allowable in public discussion. 

Mr. Huff stated that he would not be a 
candidate, but that he would speak again 
tomorrow night, and that, very possibly, 
Major J. F. Hanson would speak on the 
railroad situation.

Four blackened walls enclosing an area 
@vered with broken timbers, fallen brick 
md a huge mass of debris marks the place 
there one of the most miraculous accidents 
@ record occurred yesterday morning. 

A big two-story building, but poorly sup- 
prted upon the- ruined walls of a building 

hich had just been gutted by fire, trem- 
bed, and fell a tottering mass upon the 
mins of the destroyed building beside it. 

Four people were on the second floor of 
ne building at the time, and down amid 

‘gd covered by the ruins they went. They 
vere hidden out of sight, and to save them 
emed an impossible task. Their loud, ap- 
pealing calls for help could be heard from 
wider the timbers, and it was the verdict of 
al that they would never be rescued alive. 

But by the quick, effective work of the 
gilant firemen, the unfortunate people 
were saved, and none of them were seri- 
@isiy hurt. 

The falling building was located at 61 
Suth Broad street, next door to the build- 
lug occupied by James Osler's furniture 
store, which was destroyed by fire yesterday 
morning. It was a weak looking brick 
Structure, two-stories high, which was 
biilt several years ago. It was owned by 
W. L. Stanton, an old resident of At 
lanta. The upstairs floor was tenanted by 
a number of parties. The lower floor was 
occupied by Mr. C. J. Kicklighter. 

The firemen finished thtirswork upon the 
burned building at 63 South Broad street 
about 3:30 o’clock. yesterday morning. The 
dwellers on the upper floor of No. 61 who 
had been rudely aroused from their slum- 
bers on the night before returned to their 
apartments, thinking themselves perfectly 
safe. 

They did not know that the building they 
occupied rested on the weakest kind of sup- 
port, and was even then almost ready to 
totter and fall. 

A little after 7 o’clock Patrolman Tom 
Thompson stood viewing the burned build- 
ing at No. 63 when he noticed the adjoin- 
ing wall tremble slightly. He ran off the 
sidewalk calling to the people within to 
come out. 

In an instant the walls tottered down 
with a crash. A cloud of dust arose from 
the wreck, and for a moment all was stiif. 
Then loud cries of distress were heard from 
under the debris. 

An alarm of fire was rung in, and in a 
minute the firemen were on the spot. The 
cries of the pinioned human beings could be 
heard, and the firemen, under the lcader- 
ship of Cap Joyner, began to dig into the 
pile of ruins to extricate the sufferers. 

They confidently expected to find several 
people dead, but after a half hour's work, 
their surprise knew no bounds when the 
four persons under the wrecked building

It is now said that the tax which the

of stress and urgency. The very safety 
which is so loudly extolled in the national 
bank system was copied from the state 
bank system, and was invented by Martin 
Van Buren before he became president. 
The tax was imposed solely for ge pur- 
pose of compelling the state banks to be- 
come national banks so that they might 
make government bonds the basis of their 
circulation instead of state bonds, and 
thus aid the United States to tide over an 
emergency. 

When that tax was imposed the state 
banks became rational banks. When it 
is repealed, thé national banks will re 
sume their functions as state banks. There 
will be no disestablishment, no friction, no 
confusion. Moreover, the people will be 
supplied with a currency at once safe and 
flexible, responsive to the demands of 
business. 


Free Speech. 

It is to be regretted that occasionally a 
few thoughtless persons show a disposi- 
tion to offer petty violence to public 
speakers who do not represent their polit- 
ical views. 

We outgrew such crude methods of con- 
troversy long ago. This is the era of 
free speech and free discussion. It makes 
no difference whether a man agrees with 
us or not, so far as this right is concerned. 
Every man has the right to speak his 
sentiments, observing the ordinary propri- 
eties of time and place, and he is respon- 
sible only to the law, in the event of his 
transgression of a statute. His hearers 
must listen, and reply at the proper time, 
or withdraw from the place. As law and 
order loving citizens they put themselves 
in the wrong and injure their cause when 
they menace a speaker or offer him even 
the slightest violence. 

We do not believe that these words of 
admonition are much needed here in Geor 
gia, but it is well at the beginning of a 
hot campaign for the people to get in the 
right frame of mind, and prepare them- 
selves for a fair discussion. Give both 
sides. a hearing. If you don’t like what 
a speaker says, beat him in the argument. 
To resort to violent methods simply 
makes the victim more popular with his 
party, and increases his influence. When 
the people think that a man is persecuted 
they rally around him. 

In this campaign let Georgia be a land 
of free speech!

Fact and Fiction. 

The critics are almost unanimous in de- 
claring that The Wrecker,” a new novel 
by Robert Louis Stevenson and Lloyd Os- 
borne, has one wildly improbable incident 
in it, viz: The story of the murder of the 
crew of one vessel by the shipwrecked 
sailors of another, who then went on their 
course using the captured ship’s papers 
to prove that they were the seamen who 
had been so ruthlessly slaughtered. 

And yet, while the critics were ridicul- 
ing this improbable incident something 
very much like it occurred in the South 
Pacific, the scene of Mr. Stevenson's 
novel. The Boston Herald thus comments 
on it: 

Mr. Stevenson’s story of this South sea 
tragedy had hardly appeared in print and cer- 
tainly bad not reached the far away islands 
of the South sea when a tragedy so nearly 
like it as to seem almost suggested by it did 
actually take place. That is, the mate of a 
trading vessel having shipped a confederate 
on one of the islands proceeded, with the as- 
sistance of the lattér, to kill the other officers 
and the entire crew. Having accomplished 
this cold-blooded undertaking, with a single 
exception, a new crew was obtained and the 
schooner proceeded on her way as a peaceful 
trader. In Mr. Stevenson's case a clean sweep 
was made of the old crew, no one being left 
to act as informer. But in the actual tragedy 
this precaution was not taken—a divergence 
which has led to the arrest and the probable 
punishment by death of the guilty parties. 
This incident serves to show how accurately 
Mr. Stevenson portrayed the conditions of 
semi-barbaric, because lawless, life that are 
even now to be found in that distant part of 
the world 

Men who are gifted with the imagin- 
ative faculty in the highest degree fre- 
quently describe occurrences, and the 
world is astonished afterwards to find 
them actually taking place in real life. 
Many a novelist has given a perfect pict- 
ure of a country which he never visited. 
Wonderful inventions and discoveries in 
the novels of the past have in our day be 
come realities. Mysterious murders, with 
complicated plots and details, invented by 
story writers, actually occur years later, 
although the principals in them never 
read the books in which their crimes were 
anticipated. 

The best work of the best imaginations 
is always true to nature, It may startle 
the matter of fact man, but if he will look 
| closely about him and see life as it is he 
will see many things fully as startling as 
anything to be found in fiction. In the 
long run fact will be found neck and 
neck with fiction.

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It is suggested by Colonel L. J. DuPre, 
a well-known southern journalist, that 
one of the great needs of the country 
is a steam or electric dummy line system 
connecting the capitals of all the coun- 
ties. He intimates that the system would 
cost about $4,500 a mile, and believes 
that it would solve our transportation 
problems. 

The point is made that when four dum- 
my lines go out from every county capital 
to every other, there will be only short 
country roads leading to the nearest dum- 
my station, and road-working will be at an 
end, because short roads are always good 
roads. The dummy lines will increase 
the value of land. Every farmer will be 
able to get to market, and his products 
will crowd the dummy lines on their way 
to the great railroads leading to the cities 
and ports. 

Colonel DuPre predicts that this system 
will save the south on cotton alone from 
thirty to fifty million dollars a year in 
freights. 

It is a big project, but we may live to 
see it carried out. We have seen what 
has been accomplished in the way of 
suburban transportation. Why not ex- 
tend the system?
